The keynote of the opening ad- 
dress delivered to the convention

“Our country,” said he, “is com- 
ing to depend more and more upon 
electric service for its expansion, 
and to considerabie degree for its 
operation. Increased production 
and conservation of resources are 
what the world urgently needs to- 
day, and what but electricity has 
worked s0 effectively for world 
progress and human betterment, 
augmenting the work of men’s 
hands by the products of their 
brains? Every process which re- 
duces the fuel consumed or the 
power applied per unit of product 
and every feature of construction 
or operation which lessens the la- 
bor required or increases the out- 
put per employee is an advance in 
the direction of true conservation. 

“The credit situation is a matter 
of concern to every public utility. 
We face the fact that at present our 
industry must have at its command 
about twice as much money as 
heretofore to handle even a normal
